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‘Summary of Hews from the Far East.

JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA, 

From this port we have advices to the 1st November. 
London mails of 10th September had not arrived out. 

The remains of the late Shiogoon were consigned to the tomb 
on Oct. 31st. His obsequies have occupied many days, and 
are not yet concluded. ‘The war is stopped for tho present by 
order of the Mikado. Choshiu obeys the order, and declares 
that he has never fought against the Mikado, but ogainst the 
party unjustly opposed to him, 

The great council of Daimios, reported by us as about to be 
called, is actually summoned, It is believed that it will takea 
considerable time to discuss the various questions brought be- 
fore it; but the strongest hopes are entertained that it will 
be the means of defining exactly the relative position and power 
of the Mikado, the Shiogoon and the Daimios themselves. Tho 
latter complain that for many years they have not had the voice 
in the Government that they are entitled to, and both the 
Mikado and the Daimios consider that the Shiogoon has been 
arrogating too much absolutism. The council will probably 
settle this matter, and be the means of putting foreign relations 
on a proper footing. It is not known exactly when it is to 
meet. 

Subjoined is the official notification of the death of the lato 
Shiogoow. It is worth preserving, perhaps, as an illustration of 
Japanese ceremonials. The Japan Times, from which we copy 
it, remarks that “the orders to the public would seem to imply 
that disturbances were feared :”— 

“ Kubosama having fallen sick and the remedies used having 
failed of success, he departed this life at Osaka, on the 29th 
August, at six o’clock in the morning ; all building and use of 
musical instruments are therefore to be intromitted. Shotsu- 
bashi Chiunagon, who had previously been appointed heir, is 
from the 28th of August styled Uyesama. This decree having 
been issued you will take note thereof, and communicate it to 
all householders without exception. Given at the Government 
office, Tobe.” 

“Tn consequence of the intromission thus decreed, the ward- 
gates will be shut from six o'clock in the evening, and the side 
gates will be left open for passengers. The nanushi and land- 
lords will patrol day and night. In unoccupied lands, and where 
there exist no war gates, such are to be provided at once. In 
all the streets the shop curtains are to be taken down, the 
shutters on the left and right to be let down, and perfect order 
tobe kept, In the lands held of the Government, water- 
buckets, numbers corresponding to the length of frontage, are 
to be placed before the houses. Bath houses, medical and 
ordinary, buckwheat shops and other places, where business 
requiring largo fires is carried on, must close at six o’clock in 
the evening. Fights, quarrels, and other noisy proceedings, 
must be carefully avoided. The above orders having been 
issued, you are requested to affix your seal in acknowledgment 
and return the circular after it has gone the round.—October 
5 6PM” 

During the fortnight there have been meetings of the land 
renters to consider a code of land regulations for the munici- 
pality, and a mecting of the general public upon the question 
of the present state of the dollar currency,—or more properly 
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speaking uncurrency—subjects of very deep importance to the 
community. There has been already, however, an appearance 
of opposition to the proposed land regulations in the matter of 
taxation and franchise, and another meeting was to be called 
after the departure of the mail steamer to discuss these things. 
With regard to the “dollar” difficulty, the meeting was called 
in consequence of tha impossibility of passing more than a. very 
small proportion of really good dollars.. The Japanese Custom-. 
house rejected them in the most indiscriminate mauner, and it 
followed asa natural consequence that the bank compradores. 
rejected them, then all schroffs refused to take what they could 
not pay into the banks, and business seemed to come to a dead 
lock, The immediate effect of the first meeting was that the 
next day the Japanese Custom-house authorities received 
cheques and bank-notes in payment of duties, which they had 
hitherto refused to do, but the general public are as yet suffer 
ing o8 much as ever. 

In social matters there is to report a return cricket match 

betweon the civilians and garrison, in which the garrison won 
the victory, and a rifle match on a grand scale for Yokohama, 
under the auspices of the Swiss Rifle Club. Iu diplomatic 
affairs there is perfect rest. 
{The rice riots in Yedo continue, and are giving much un- 
easiness to the officials. Lately, an affair took place which 
might have led to very important results, but for the good sense 
of the American Minister. It appears that his Excellency and 
party visited the temples at Oogee, and on returning passed 
through the district called Asakusa, where they met large bands 
of rice rioters blocking up the street. The guard in eudeavour- 
ing to clear the way for the party elicited the ill-feeling of the 
crowd, who began to call them names. Stones were thrown, 
some of which fell among the party, without, however, injuring 
any one. ‘The officers got somewhat excited and edged their 
horses towards the crowd, and were attacked with pieces of 
lumber. The captain of the guard immediately detailed four 
yaconins to keep the mob back, and the general and party 
passed on without molestation. Two of the yakonins left in 
charge were severely cut by the stones thrown, and’oue of them 
wasso hard pressed that he had to seck refuge ina Daimio’s 
compound. It reported at the Legation that two of the 
rice rioters were killed and several more or less injured. Gene- 
ral van Valkenburg and party admired the judicious conduct of 
the captain of the guard and the praiseworthy effort of those 
under him to appease the irritated mob. 

We hear of parties of Japanese performers being about to 
leave for San Francisco and Europe. One troupe, under the 
superintendence of Professor Risley, is composed of upwarda of 
twenty persons, and embraces ali the most eminent in their 
line that can be found in Yedo. ‘The Jast performance of the 
Japanese, in presence of the English and United States Ministers, 
the naval and military officers, and indeed all Yokobama, 
showed the extraordinary feats of several of those engaged to 
the great delight ofail present; but in addition to these there 
are added one or iwo more clever still, and a series of acro- 
batic, top-spinuing, balancing and other feats will be seen such 
as will surprise our countrymen at home, as much as it has our- 
selves in the native land of the performers, All the dresses, 
appointments and paraphernalia required are being got up in 
the most splendid and perfect style at Yedo. The woodwork 
lacquered, the dresses silk of the best Japanese fabric, and 
every minute thing being of the utmost finish. The party 
leaves Ly the Archibadid in about a fortnight. Another troupe 
has already sailed for San Francisco, and wo hear of a third 
destined for London direct, and in ench ease the appurtenances 
are perfect. When these three parties have gone there will be up- 
wards of fifty Japanese who have taken advantage of the permis- 
sion to travel ; but it will be observed, that all who have gone as 
yet have done so under the direction and at the expense either 
of their own daimios or of foreigners, ‘The great expenses 
stand in the way of most, or we should see Japanese in Europe 
and America as a common thing. There are, however, several 
merchants who have determived on visiting the Paris Exhibition 











pext year. 
A notable feat was Jately performed by some Yokohama 
gentlemen. They started at midnight one ‘Thursday and rode 


upwards of eigity miles by two a. on Thursday. They were 
twenty-six hours ouly fiom their departure to their return, 
having each used two ponies in the journey. In the course of 
the jaunt they had to ford a tiver thrice, besides doing some 
heavy hill work, in which they were obliged vecasionally to 
lead their poses, Considering the state of ease and luxurious- 








ness in which all live, more or less,in the East, the feat is 
certainly worthy of record.

CHINA. 
: SHANGHAL . 

The P: and O}.mail of T0th September amrived out on the 
29th, and'the Franch mail. of"17th on: the 4th Nov. 

The community: has been. intent. on amusement of various. 
kinds sinoe the departure of {the last mail, and we have conse- 
quently little local news to record. The boat races held on the 
26th and 27th October were tolerably suocesaful ; but one 
event, the eight-oar international match, between English and 
Americans, completely overshadowed the rest. The defeat sus-- 
tained by the former will, uo doubt, stimulate the boating 
portion of the English community to improve their style and 
condition next year, in the hope of retrieving thoir lost laurels 
The races which followed immediately on the regatta were suo~- 
cessful as regards ponies, but a lamentable failure as regards. 
horses. In fact, so great disgust wes expressed at the utter 
absence of competition for the various prizes, and a very shady 
transaction connected with the Bachelors’ Cup, that we antici- 
pate a change in the programme for next meeting, in farour of 
ponies and to the partial exclusion of horses. ‘he following

The Viceroy has left to take the field against the northern 
Nien-fei, in conjunction with Tseukwofan, The latter is to 
march against them from the east, while Li attacks them from 
the south, and a third army assails them from the north-west, 
It is hoped thus effectually to crush them, though they are re- 
ported to be in considerable strength. Not content, however, 
with interval quarrels, his Excellency is said to contemplate a 
struggle with the Americans, on some imaginary quarrel of 
which the United States authorities ignore the existence. Cer- 
tain it is, however, that he has armed his batteries and concen- 
trated his troops in favourable positions to oppose a force 
coming up the river should such an one arrive. We imagine, 
however, that the expected enemy is a spectre conjured up in 
Li’s imagination, aud is likely to dissolve as suddevly as it has- 
arisen, 

The returns of trade for the month of September have been 
issued by the Imperial Customs, The most noticeable feature 
in that for Shanghai again consists in the large increase in the 
import of Grey Shirtings over the same month last year, there 
being an excess of no Jess than 200,000 pieces; while the 
returns for August showed an increase of 100,000 pieces. The 
quantity of Grey Shirtings imported in September is 236,000- 
pieces against 20,000 pieces in 1865. Of T-Cloths 37,282 
pieces were imported against none in September last year ;. 
20,000 pieces of Grey and 4,000 pieces American Drills appear 
this year also against nil in sume month of 1865; and 12,000 
pieces of Camlcts in 1866, against 8,000 in 1865 ; while the: 
quantity of Long Ells is noteworthy, being 24,380 pieces im 
September, 1866, against 7,000 inSeptember, 1465. Of rice, 
only 3,000 piculs are imported during September this year, 
against 47,000 piculs last year. The re-exports of Grey Shirt~ 
ings for September amount in all to 144.573 pieces, thus. 
making the increase by import to the stock during that month. 
abvut 91,000 pieces, from which has to be deducted the local 
consumption for Shanghai, Of the re-exports 84,798 pieces 
go to Tientsin, 39,080 to Hankow, 13,550 to Chefvo, and the 
balance to other ports, In T-Cloths 22,000 pieces are re- 
exported against 37000 imported, Of the reexports 20,C00 
go to Hankow and 5,000 to Tientain, Long Ells 15,700 pieces. 
are re-exported of which 12,760 go to Hankow and 2,588 to 
Kivkiang. 

At the meeting of creditors in the estate of Rowley Miller, 
Mr, Myburgh, who appeared on bebalf of the petitioners, stated. 
that the creditors cid not desire to appoint an assignee, if the 
official assignee would undertake the management of the estate. 
Mr. Lawreuce, who appeared as attorney for the official assignees 
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of the Commercial Bauk, handed in claims for sundry promis- 
sory notes, aggregating taels 88,179.35, which were admitted, 
with the exception of taels 25,000, for which the bankrupt 
pleaded that no consideration had been recived, he having put 
his name to the note merely as a favour to the late Mr. Wig- 
gins, The question was held over for decision by the Court. 

‘We are glad to hear that the first instalment of the money 
for the purpose of erecting @ lighthouse has been received by 
the Commissioner of Customs ; and that a meeting between the 
Treaty Consuls and the Taoutai with reference to the selection 
of a site will be shortly convened. We belicve there is little 
doubt thet the Amherst Rocks will be selected, and we under- 
stand that the lighthouse is to be purchased in England under 
the auspices of Mr. Hockly, tho Harbour Master, at present there 
on leave. 

“The ratified copies of the Belgian Treaty have been ex- 
changed by H. E. Baron Kint de Roodenbock, on the part of 
HLM. the King of the Belgians, and H.E. Kwo, acting Futai at 
Kenngsoo, on the part of H.I.M, the Emperor of China; Dr. 
Winchester, H.B.M. Consul, Mr. Morel, and Messrs. Stronach 
and King, of H.M. Consular service, attending. The exchange 
was followed by a banquet at which some very eloquent speeches 
were made. 

‘Tho most interesting announcement in the report by the 
Finance Rate and Appeal Committee of the Shanghai Munici- 
pality is thata step hes been made towards reducing the 
municipal debt. The recommendation that tls. 1,526 be written 
off as a bad debt, and tls. 2,160 carried to suspense account, 
pending the institution of legal proceedings, is less satisfactory. 
The two principal defaulters appear to be Mr. E. M. Smith 
and H.L.C.M. Customs; the claim against whom amounts, 
in the aggregate, to tls. 3,030 out of the tls. 3,686 in 
arrear, Mr. Smith, we believe, refuses payment on account of 
alleged illegal action by the Council in 1864, in collecting gam- 
bling house and brothel licences, and injury which, he avers, he 
sustained thereby. The Custom’s object on the ground that the 
Emperor of China should not be taxed on his own soil; but appear 
to overlook the fact that the police protect the Haequan bank ; 
and that the Customs officers have all the advantages of draining, 
lighting and other municipal arrangements. The Council have 
apparently resolved to abandon a portion of this claim, and to 
sue for the remainder. Much more to be regretted, however, 
is the statement that five Prussian subjects decline to contri- 
bute towards an institution of which they, notwithstanding, 
claim all the advantages. We are not told the ground of 
defaleation ; but presume they rely on the judgment de- 
livered by Mr. Tettenborn in December Inst, denying the 
liability of householders. His Prussian Majesty’s Consul- 
General, it will be remembered, upheld Messrs, Oppert 
and Co. in a similar resistance to a municipal claim, on 
the ground that the Land Regulations empowered the land- 
renters to tax themsclves only, and applicd in no way to tenants 
of houses, Qn the land-renters, he ruled, “ rests the responsi- 
bility of paying the taxes, which they have no right to levy on 
tenants of houses who are in no other connection and under no 
other obligation as regards their landlords thau are contained 
in their deeds and mutual agreements.” This decision may be 
logical, and in accordance with the wording of Article X. of the 
regulations ; but it is little to the credit of the gentlemen named 
that they avail of its support. Clearly, however, as tho 
Municipal Council imply, if householders are not liable to taxes, 
they cannot claim the benefits arising from their expenditure ; 
and the gentlemen who have taken up this position will be 
fitly punishes, in case of burglary, by being left to their own 
resources. 

HONG KONG. 

The mul of 26th September arrived out on the 7th No- 
vember. Latest dates are to the 15th. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

No event of s:ecial importance has disturbed the tenor of 
the past fortnight, not even in the piracy or murder line. His 
Excellency the Governor continues earnest in the endeavours 
he has given such plentiful evidence of exerting for the amelio- 
ration of the local Government, and is understood to be 
anxiously awaiting the arrival of sanction for the introduction 
of the uew ordinances for the better government of the colony, 
ineluding the Stamp Act, the excitement respecting which is 
already half forgotten. Hong Kong residents in England will 
doubtless take interest in the trial of the great “ hotel case,” 
as it is called, of which the newspapers will take home full re- 
porte, The decision of the Supremo Court (under the presi- 


dency of the newly-appointed Chief Justice, MT. Smale), 
by which the action of Mr. Douglas 4 Lepraik’s attoruey, 
John §. Lapraik, in subscribing for certain Mares im 
the new Hotel Company on behalf of his primcipal, is 
held binding, will have the effect of giving now life to 
the scheme—so long in abeyance—which is to furnis Hong 
Kong at length with a decent hotel, and which, if kept free of 
jobbery and gross mismanagement, ought to prove a paying 
speculation, No remark is more frequently made by strangers 
here than an expression of surprise at the utter absence of an 
hotel at which transitory visitors can get a comfortable lodging. 
The want will be largely increased next year on the opening of 
the steamline to San Francisco; which, by the way, will un- 
doubtedly affect in a very noticeable manner the receipts from 
passenger-traffic on the part of the existing lines. The announce~ 
ment recently made in the Indian newspapers that the P. and 
O. Company intend putting on only one “through” steamer 
monthly between Hong Kong and Suez, leaving the intermediate 
mail to,be transhipped at Galle as heretofore, has been unfavour- 
ably discussed here ; and it appears incomprehensible that the 
company should be content to sco. the Messageries line estab- 
lish itself so firmly as the favourite for shippers as well as for 
passenger traffic. That the Pacific Mail Company will get a 
large and very important share of the business in this respect 
cannot be doubted, whilst, as regards Japan, their direct line 
between Yokohama and Hong Kong is likely to ensure to them 
something like the monopoly of the goods traflic which is af 
present carried round via Shanghni by the existing lines. 

Apropos of steam-lines, @ trick peculiarly characteristic of 
Brother Jonathan] is reported in connection with the competi- 
tion on the Canton River, which recently ceased on the retire- 
ment of the American house of Russell and Co., who sold their 
steamers to the Hong Kong, Canton, and Macao Steamship 
Company, and entered into an engagement to refrain from 
farther opposition during a period of six years. Scarcely was 
this signed, sealed, and delivered, however, than (it is said) one 
of the partners in the firm proceeded to Shanghai and made 
active efforts there for the formation of a new company in order 
to commence anew the ruinous game of competition ; but the 
times are unfavourable to the risking of money on such very 
doubtful ground, and the project has remained unaccomplishcd. 
‘The Steamship Company are netting fair receipts by their daily 
line between Hong Kong and Canton, and also between this 
place and Macao, but their shares remain depressed, with no 
prospect of a speedy dividend. 

‘A very curious proposition has been brought forward, I hear, 








by the French Consul at Canton, who has endeavoured to obtain 
from the Chinese authorities there an authorisation for some 
French or Swiss subjects to establish 9 silk weaving factory 
near the city, to be supplied with machioery from France and 
worked by natives who would, of course, require to be instructed 
in the handicraft. Considering the anxiety always manifested 
by the French Government to foster the interests of the silk 
weaving populetion of Lyons, Mulhouse, &,, it seems strange 
that an official attempt should be made towards establishing a 
competition with home industry. The Chinese authorities are 
reported, however, to have declined to accede to M. de Tren- 
qualye’s request. 

The notification of the blockade of the River Saoul in Korea 
is just published, as is also an account of the procecdings of the 
French squadron, which gives even a more decided idea of the 
utter poverty of the country than was before entertained. 

I must not omit to mention the arrival here of the speculative 
Dr. McGowan, not unknown to many of your China readers, 
who turned up recently from San Francisco with a pocketful of 
plans, &c., for telegraphs and railways “to everywhere” in 
China. Everybody is a commissioner for something nowadays 
and the reverend doctor is commissioner for the Eastern Asia 
Telegraph Company of New York, on whose behalf he is to 
negotiate concessions for all sorts of things. Asa U.S. 
citizen, there is a strong probability that he may succeed. 
‘The Yankees have been ‘cute enough to adopt the Civis Romanus 
sum policy which their admirers in England have grown too 
eulightened to approve any longer. 

Macao continues to batten on the iniquitous coolie traffic, 
and it is reported that some 20,000 victims have already beea 
despatched to Havana. The newly arrived Governor, Mr. Horta, 
made a pro forma visit to the coolie ships the other day, and 
was much taken aback when upwards of one hundred poor 
wretches, in despite of the careful preparatory drilling from the 
crimys, declared their unwillingness to be sent abroad. ‘Lhe 
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cream of the story is that, after being landed, these poor 
wretchos wero (instead of being liberated) sent to work in the 
ehain-gang on the plea of having deceived the coolie-brokers ! 
Tae force of ingenuity could surely no farther go ! 


The residents of Hong Kong, both European and Chinese 
(but especially the latter), have to deal with a determination 
on the part of the Governor which seems to bewilder them. 
‘The energetic stops taken to suppress piracy, and to mitigate 
the notorious filth of the Chinese portion of the town, have 
formed the subject of another memorial to Sir Richard MacDon- 
nell from the Chinese residents, but couched. this time, in most 
respectful and even depreeatory language, The memorial com- 
mences with a freo acknowledgment that the strong opposition 
offered to the late ordinances was, in effect, childish and ridi- 
culous, aud that so far from being “ obstructive and obnoxious ” 
the said ordinances cannot fail to be eventually beneficial to 
the colony. At the same time, the petitioners pray for certain 
modifications of them. They complain that in the “Harbour 
and Coasts Ordinance,” no distinction is made in favour of 
passenger or pvovision junks either as to licensing, or 
yegulations on arrival and departure; and represent that 
restrictions which are perfectly necessary with regard to 
other vessols, asa check on piracy, ought to be relaxed in 
favour of these, as they make as many as 120 short trips 
in the year. They also represent that it is unjust that 
a breach of certain laws by a junk-master should entail forfei- 
ture of the vessel, as the master is only a paid servant, for 
whose transgression the owners, they say, ought not to suffer. 
Passing on to the “ Health ordinance,” the petitionsrs complain 
of the inconvenience and loss of time entailed on native house- 
holders by the rule compelling them to register all occupants 
of their houses, which rule they assert is rendered especially 
onerous by the migratory character of the population. They 
also considor it unjust that householders should be held respon- 
sible for the sins of their tenants in the way of illegal sales of 
spirits, prostitution, and gambling. Lastly, the regulation 
authorising tho seizure of adulterated, tainted or unwholesome 
food has roused the apprehensions of the memorialists regard- 
ing the safety of certain “condiments” which are, they say, 
necessary to themselves, although their peculiar odour might 
caused them to be regarded with suspicion by European 
inspectors. The memorial winds up with a somewhat con- 
strained ussent to the justice of the Stamp Act, and ap 
apparently hearty tribute to the wisdom and good intentions of 
the Governor. 

The “Memorandum ” issued by Sir Richard in reply effec- 
tually demolishes the difficulties of the petitioners, seriatim. 
Is points out that the frequency of the voyages made by 
passenger and provision boats is no reason for excepting them 
from ducs, as the more trips they make the larger must be 
their profits, With regard to tho penalties entailed by infringe- 
ments of the law, it is shown that if the owners and masters 
are honest, they can easily obey the law ; besides, where the 
ordinance beara hardly, there is always an appeal to the Gover- 
nor. Native householders are informed that as they must 
necessarily possess a list of their occupants, by which to collect 
the rents, it can be no hardship to have to furnish a copy of 
it to the registrar. As to the offences for which they are held 
responsible, they can, if they choose, easily prevent them. And 
as to the various sorts of nastiness which they dignify by the 
name of “condiments,” these will be exempted from the category 
of nuisances. So it is to {be hoped the native residents will 
accustom themselves to the new order of things as quickly as 

. possible ; for his Excelleucy evidently means to be firm, aud 
what they doubtless lament over as ‘the good old times,” ara 
gone—for ever. 

The Overland China Mail has the following in reference to 
anew line of steamships, which it states is about to be esta- 
lished between Panama and Hong Kong, by some Freuch 
capitalists :—“ ach new steam line established appears to be 
ovly the herald of another, Before the Japan and China 
steamers from San Francisco are even started, it is announced 
that the French are planning 4 new line across the ocean, from 
Panama to Hong Kong, and there, doubtless, to effect a junc- 
tiow with the Messageries Imperiales steamers from Japan and 
Shanghai. It is clear to see that this route, if established, will 
prove the shortest between France and China, and probably 
the most comfortable for travelling in the world. The steamers 
wll run across the ocean, avoiding the extremes of cold and 
heat. ‘The competition for the Chisa and Japan trade, which 








i increasing every year, vill lead to rival lines ere many years 
and none will promise greater success than that proposed by 
French capitalists.” 

The new swimming bath was opened on the 2nd November 
in the presence of a very iarge number of people. The Gover- 
nor came down shortly after four and was received by the com- 
mittee at the entrance. He was then shown into the east wait- 
ing room which was immediately afterwards wedged as fall as 
it could be, the visitors crowding outside round the door at both 
ends, To an address read by Mr, William Gibb, the Governor 
replied :-— 

“Gentlemen,—Having been much occupied all day till within 
the last hour, I confess I was much embarrassed, when I 
suddenly came to reflect on the part which I had under- 
taken—to open a bathing establishment! It has fallen to 
my lot in the course of the various Governments which I have 
had the honour to administer, to open various public institu- 
tions, to turn the first sod for railways, lay the foundation of 
docks, and even open a skatingrink, but I admit I was greatly 
at a loss to know what was expected of me on this occasion, I 
bardly supposed you could have looked forward to my plunging 
headlong in the tide, like Horatius Cocles when he had 
hewn down the bridge that offered the enemy a safe road to 
Rome. On the contrary, when I reflected on the great exertions 
of my friend, Mr, William Gibb, to promote the construction of 
this useful and almost ornamental addition to our institutions, 
I felt that such special distinction should be reserved for hin— 
and such is my opinion of his merits, that I venture to prophecy 
if we now fling him in, and if there be room for improvement 
in his appearance, you will find that merses profundo pulchrior 
evehit. Seriously, however, it is a gratification to mark the 
energy with which the citizens of Hong Kong, when they set 
their minds on any especial object, carry it out.” 

The Convict-hulk at Stonecutters’ Island has been broken 
up, and the place now ceases to be prison territory, Victoria 
Gaol is now the only penal establishment for China, and it is 
certainly one of the finest to befound in any country. The 
umber of prisoners accommodated within its walls yesterday 
evening was about 750, with wards still unoccupied. Alto-, 
gether, we believo, the number now in gaol, including warders 
turnkeys, &c. is over 800 persons. 

We learn that the licence hitherto held by certain persons 
in Hong Kong to engage coolies for emigration to Surinam, has 
been resigned by tho holders to the Dutch Consul. 

By the Sea Serpent from San Francisco, Dr. McCowan 
arrived as agent of the East India Telegraph Company (recently 
incorporated in New York), who comes to China empowered 
to open telegraph lines throughout China, so far as the consent 
of the Government can be obtained. The Sea Serpent also 
brings an agent of the Pacific Steam Navigation Company, who 
comes out to establish the China line of steamers and the Vew 
York Herald's correspondent Mr. Westfall. 

The steamer Cutherine Apcar, on her voyage from Singapore 
to Hong Kong, ran on the “Roynl Charlotte” shoal, where she 
remained 24 hours, ard was obliged to throw overboard about 
2,000 bales of cotton to enable her to float off. 

FRENCH EXPEDITION 10 KOREA. 

The French expedition to Korea, of which the surveying party 
whose operotions were described last mail was merely the ‘avant 
courier, has now reached Kanghoa, At the latest date there 
seemed hopes that the native King was about to attempt some 
resistance, the futility of which might lead him to make arrange- 
ments with his visitors which would be beneficial to commerce 
generally, and the spread of civilisation ; but though the French 
were in possession of the town of Kanghoa, they had 
not, up to the latest dates received, come in con- 
tact with any person of sufficient importance to 
treat. The expedition sailed on the morning of October 11th 
from Chefoo, and included seven vessels large and small. After 
anchoring amongst the Jenieres islands the fleet weighed on the 
13th, and on the afternoon of that day anchored at the entrance 
of the Kanghoa river. Here the three large vessels, the 
Guerriere, Primaguet, and Laplace remained, while the other 
four, towing the landing party in the barges, went up 
the river on the 14th, the gunboat Zurdif leading the 
way, and another gunboat, the Breton, bringing up the 
rear. Before reaching the town the expedition had to 
pass eleven small forts, but these appeared to have been 
deserted, and there seemed so little danger that one of the ves- 
sels, the Aienchan, which went ashore on a sand bank, was left 
to follow the others at her leisure, At the appointed place _ 
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400 men were landed, no resistance Leing off red and only 
a few natives, attracted by curiosity, ue being in sight. 
The invaders touk possession of some heights overlooking 
the town of Kanghoa, and destributed themselves about 
amongst tie scattered hamlets in the nei kbourhood. 
While tius enewtaped they were visited by an old M: 
who being apparently a person of importance was 
to the Admiral’s ship. His behaviour, bowever, is said to 
have been defiant and unbecoming, and he is syid to have 
defended the murder of the missionaries. The priest, Father 
Ridel, was the interpreter on this occasion, aud may possibly 
have rendered the Mandarin’s language in an unfriendly spirit; 
but whether this was so or not, the French Admiral would not 
listen to anything from so untamed an emissary, and “ ab- 
ruptly dismissed” him at once, giving orders for an attack on 
the town. 

Next day the troops forced an entrance into Kanghoa, a walled 
town, apparently where some resistance was offered by the 
Korean guard of the gate which was attacked. Ouly three of 
the natives were killed, however, and none of the French even 
wounded. ‘Ihe officer in command of the attacking party 
surveyed the city, destroyed ome defensive works, and returned 
to head-quarters;on the heights. During the night the iuhabi- 
tants disappeared, taking with them to the hills as much of 
their property as they could carry, The next day, the 16th, the 
Admiral made a formal entry into the city, the only natives seen 
besides some who were made prisoners, being a few men, who, 
when the principal gate was burst open wero seen running 
away ia the distance. At the Yamun the prisoners were ques- 
tioned, and stated that]the Mandarin had persuaded the in- 
habitants to fly. Very little general plunder was obtained by the 
French soldiers, though they seemed to have received permission 
to go about looting ; but the Government moury chest, containing 
190,000 trancs worth of silver ingots, was discovered after a 
prolonged search, and seized by the cowranders of the expedi- 
tion. ‘The town is in fact a small and miserable place, capable 
of holding only aLout 10,000 inhabitants. Ou the 19th a deputa- 
tion was seen on the river banks, making signs to the ships ; 
and on being brought on board the flagship proved to have a 
letter from the “Viceroy and Military Commandant of the Korea,” 
who wrote on behalf of the King, and proposed. that the Admiral 
should come to the capital and negotiate. In reply, the Admiral 

- Wrote, stating that he required the punishment of the three 
principal Ministers who had instigated the murder of the mis- 
sionaries, aud that a person should be sent to him with full 
powers to treat. Up to the latest advices no answer had been 
received from the native Government, but it was rumoured that 
an army of 15,000 men was coming down from tie capital to 
attack the expedition. Mcanwhile the inhabitauts of the town 
and the country peoplo were gradually returning, aud the French 
apparently waiting for something to take place. 

Later intelligence by telegram announces the defeat of the 
French and their return to Shanghai. 











SIAM. 
BANGKOK. 

The 7th October was the day fixed for renewing the oath of 
allegiauce to the King of Siam. All Siamese priuees, lords, 
nobles, petty magistrates in and about the city, had then to go 
with each his retinue, numbering from teu to fi'ty, and drink 
water and sprinkle their faces with that in which stood swords, 
daggers, spears, guus, ctc., with which the King executes ven- 
geance upon them who rebel against him. ‘Ihe priests aro all 
excused from this service by virtue of the sanctity of their 
office. Many thousands were out in their best attire on that 
day. 

After the ceremony his Majesty left Bangkok for the city of 
Nakawn Sawan, where he remained six days and carefully 
ascertained the exact latitude and longitude before returning to 
Bangkok. It appears that the King spends a considerable 
portion of his time in thus “ measuring the sun,” as the Siamese 
term it. 

The 18th October was the sixty-second anniversary of his 
Majesty’s birth, On the evening of that day tho resident con- 
suls and clergy were invited to dine at the palace. ‘he invita- 
tion to the foreign merchants and the missionaries was deferred 
until the next day, the King being desirous of imitating Euro- 
pean customs in every particular, and considering it inconsistent 
with the etiquette of the Western nations for the higher aud 
lower ranks to mix together at the same table. 

From the Bavgkok Recorde* we learn that gas has been in- 








troduced into the city for the first time, and is at present in 
operation at the rice mil of Messrs. Scott and Co, The same 
journal goes on to say :—© It is said that gas light ean be mado 
inuch less expensive for large establishments in this city than 
oil light. This consideration, aside from many others in its 
favour, is a weighty one, since we have to pay 83. for twenty 
catties of cocomnut vil. We beg to inquire agiin, is there no 
relief from the oppression we suilur in the articls of lainp oil ? 
How is it that pretroleum cannot be imported with profit to 
the importer and with advantage to those who have long been 
paying exorbitant prices for cocoanut oil ?” 









MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE. 

The London mail of the 10th October arrived out on the 
12th November, and the French mail of Oct. 17 on the 22nd, 
the day on which the present homeward mail left. 

The Straits Ties says:—“The past fortnight has bees 
barren of any events of interest if we may except the Autumn 
Races which commenced on the 13th November, and occupied 
three days, furnishing some very excellent sport as well as 
affording a very pleasant break in the routine of business, 
Although many horses during their training for the races 
succumbed, nevertheless the sport exhibited fully realised the 
most sanguine expectations. A meeting of the Agri-Horticul- 
tural Society took place in the Exchange Rooms on the 19th cur- 
rent, on which occasion 1I.H. the Governor presided. It is satis- 
factory to know that these gardens, which form one of the chief 
attractions in Singapore ; have been, and are still,well supported 
by the public. and a not less praiseworthy feature is that Go- 
vernment—which is not generally noted for its liberality—has 
on this occasion handsomely acceded to the request of the 
committee, and been pleased to grant an increased monthly 
allowance towards the keeping up of these gardens, and have 
also allowed the free services of a numberof prisouers from the 
House of Correction: 

“ Politically speaking there is no news of importance. It is 
just”possible that ere long our Government may make an effort 
to increase our territories in the Malayan peninsula by annexing 
Kassang—which is famous for its tin mines—to Malacca. A 
rumour is prevalent here at present that effurts are being made 
to dispose of Kassang to the Tumongong of Johore, and unless 
Government take the matter iu hand at once and make some 
arrangements for the purchase of it—the Sultau being badly 
off for funds—it is very probable that they may luse the chance 
and be as easily deprived of Kassang as they were of Johore 
some years ago.” 

‘Yae Singapore Free Press says:—“We believe that the 
Hon. the Governor is now the eevior colonel of the Indian 
army, and by every mail from India we expect to sce him 
gazetted a mujor-general. We understand that the Governor is 
intending at tho beginuing of next year to take a trip home for 
six months. Colonel Man, we believe, is to officiate as Governor 
during the absence of Colouel Cavenagh, ‘The following changes 
no doubt will take plac Colonel Maepherson will be Resident 
Councillor at Penang, Major Burt, Resident Councillor at Singa- 
pore, and Captain Playfair Resident Councilior at Malacca, 

The Prussian schooner Ceres had arrived at Singapore totally 
dismasted. It appears that she left Hong Kong for Ningpo on 
the 6th October with a cargo of rice, and'on the 19th 
experienced a very heavy typhoon in the China sea, which 
totally dismasted her ; she bore up for Singapore under jury- 
masts, aud was drifted by the force of the current some miles to 
the westward of Singapore, and was ultimately towed into port 
by the tug steamer L£nterprise. 

‘The “ Bow Accord” duck has been opened}; and a salute was 
fired from the Béutaxy which has had the honour of being the 
first boat admitted. We are sorry to record, however, that the 
captain’s son was slightly wounded during the firing of the 
salute. § 

The first and sccond mates, and part of the crew of the 
British ship EWen Rodger, which was wrecked a short time 
since north of Gaspar Straits, arrived at Singapore on the night 
of thef19th of November, iu the Dutch steamer Vice-l’resident 
Prince.

Tue Anctican Bisnopric 1n Cutna.— We are credibly informed 

that an unexpected delay has been interposed by our Foreign-office 
authorities to the creation of a second Anglican bishopric for the North of 
China, in connection with the proposed subdivision of the diocese of 
Victoria. Lord Stanley, in reply to the formal application of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury for the Royal license, lias conveyed the intimation 
that in the view of Her Majesty’s Government it is expedient to refer the 
matter for the opinion of the British Minister at Peking before any final 
decision be adopted in favour of the proposed scheme. 
__A Pagerst From Sin JouN Bowutxe To THE QuEEN.—Her Ma- 
jesty having expressed her gratification at receiving a copy of the German 
Tenderings of the poems of Petofi, the popular poet of the Hungarians, 
which had been sent to her from the Continent, Sir John Bowring has 
asked for leave to offer to Her Majesty his English version, which has just 
appeared. To this request he has received the following gracious reply :— 
“Osborne, Dec. 18, 1868. My dear Sir John,—I have not failed to 
present your pretty little volume to the Queen, who commands me to 
Teturn you het best thanks for your kind attention in sending it to her. 
As time allows, Her Majesty will be much interested in looking over its 
contents —Believe me, yours very uly, C. Gury.” 

East Inpia Rattways.—The report of the Eust Indian Railway 
Company, to be presented on the Slst inst., is the most important docu- 
ment of the kind yet issued with regard to Indian lines, since it announces 
for the first time the payment of adividend in excess of the 5 per cent. 
interest guaranteed by the Government. The surplus is £108,073, half of 
which belongs to the India Goveroment, and the remaining half will enable 
the dividend to be increased from the raie of 5 per cent. per annum to 5} 
per cent., leaving £1,000 to be carried forward, after appropriating £9,166 
toa reserve fund to meet a probable loss from the failure of a concern 
called the Commercial Transport Association at Calcutta.

_Amidst the political stcuggles at home the Cabinet is brought into a very 
critical position by the steps of the Belgian Government with regard to 


tthe Scheldt question. ‘These are described by the Independance in the 
following terms: ‘ When in the middle of last August there was a ques- 
tion of naming a committee of Duteh-Belgian engineers to examine the 
affairs of the weirs in the Schelde, Belgium proposed to add to that body « 
French, an English, and a Prussian engineer, in order to arrive at an ar- 
bitration. The Cabinet of the Hague, finding itself already exposed to 
the reproaches of the Chamber for having consented to the nomination of 
Belgian engineers, refused the admission of any foreigners. The Belgian 
Cabinet, on its side, finding itself on the eve of interpellations on the sub- 
ject in the Chamber of Representatives, addressed itself directly to Eng- 
land, France, and Prussia, beyging them to appoint engineers to examine 
how far the judgment given by the Dutch-Belgian Committee in their 
report of September 15 was well or ill founded. It is known that, 
according to the conclusions of the Belgian engineers, the weirs would be 
prejudicial to the navigation of the Scheldt, not up the river, but below. 
‘the Dutch Government has just been officially informed of this step 
taken by the Belgian, and haa sent instructions in consequence to ite 
diplomatic agents at Faris, Berlin, and London. It is obvious that if the 
international committee is constituted after the pleasure of the Belgi 
Government, it will have no power to proceed to the examination of the 
question on the Dutch territory, without having obtained the preliminary 
authorisation of the Cabinet at the Hague.” 

Tcan officially add to these comments of the Belgian paper, that our 
Government has most positively refused to give the said authorisation, and 
that it has declined in any way to meddle in the question.

‘The tection report upon the first chapter of the Budget, in which is 
communicated the political considerations, was published yesterday. The 
expectation that it would contain a formal declaration of war against the 
Cat inet is not fulélled. The majority thought it neither necessary nor 
advisable to discuss again what was done by the former dissolved Chamber 
a goed many of the members protested against the endeavour of the 
Cabinet to limit the Ministerial responsibility, and deprecated the Roya 
proclamation being sent to the electors, by which the liberty of the 
electors was attacked. The Ministerial speech by which this sitting was 
opened has been severely criticised, Perhaps a treaty of peace will be now 
signed by tbe parties and maintained until a favourable opportunity pre- 
senis itself to overturn the Cabinet. OF course the Ministerial papers 
ave reasons to applaud this report, which is only somewhat embittered by 
+ the opposition shown to the Minister of Finance, whose system of manage- 
ment was condemned by the majority, because of increased expenditure as 
regards the departments of War and Marine, notwithstanding the Minister 
himself had always talked about the very deplorable condition of our 
‘Treasury. The majority, however, was convinced that there should be 
still a considerable ciples from the public service of 1866, and therelore 
condemned the measure of this Minister because he did not spend the 
amount of 6 500,000f. for the redemption fund, which amount was voted 
for this purpose. The members, however, thought it prudent that this 
amount should remain in reserve for possible deficiencies in following 
year, when the favourable balance of our colonies may be enormously de- 
‘Greased, as the construction of railways will take a large sum of money, 
and very important expenses will be required for the system of defence 
aud the marine. These members were of opinion that we should 
then be obliged to contract loans, instead of being able to kecp 
the balance in our expenses and receipts. It was also highly 
condemned in this Minister that ‘he used all possible means to 
aise the sum which our Treasury receives from the Far East 
{he Tory system); whilst the Liberals did all they could to spend as 
anuch as possible of that favourable balance for the welfare of our colonies, 
“The Monisterial anewer to this report of course cannot be of much 
impor ate, and till the 9th of February, when the Second Chamber, 
which bas taken its Christmas leave, will meet again, our political situation 
will remain very calm. It may, however, be that in the meanwhile our 
litical relations with foreign countries will produce some difficulties; the 
Amportant diplomatic question with Prussia is still unsettled, whilst Belgium 
does its utmost to give an international character to the Schelut question, 
which by that treatment may create a great deal of trouble. ‘The attitude 
‘of the Minister for Foreign Adairs in both these diplomatic subjects was 
severely condemned in the sectior 1d the wish wasexpressed that nego- 
tiations might be opened with the English Government about an extradi- 
tion treaty. Sume members expressed their fears that our commerciai re- 
Jetions with Japan were much prejudiced by the inland war there, and they 
were of opinion that the Dutchinen residing in Japan were not so much 
rotected by our Government as they ought to be ; likewise they said they 
Pela ‘a firm conviction that the indemnification paid by the Japanese 
Government to the allied European Powers, in consequence of the ex- 
penses of the war against the Prince of Nagato, was not divided amonzst 
tbose Powers in an equitable way. The indemnitication reevived by the 
Ducch Government was said to be much too small. 

Before the Second Chamber separated the credit laws were approved of, 
while a discussion tok place about a very deplorable fact. Some days 
‘ago scandalous disturbances took piace at the Military Academy at Breda. 
‘One of tne cadets was £0 ill treated that being unabie to detend himselt 
any longer against these attacks, he committed suicide by taking poison. 
\The Miister said that the reports published by the papers about this 
affair were correct, and promised that not only the ringleaders should be 
punished severely according to the miliary lavwg, but that the academy 
should be reorganised within the shortest time, in order to guard against 
such occurrences again. ‘This event has caused a goud deal of sensation 
in ovr country. It is rumoured that the Minster for the Home Depart- 
ment will suspend those professors who signed the declaration that the 
Cabinet acted contrary to the fundaaental law when it dissolved the Second 
Chamber, in comequence of the last constitutional question, 

Professor Simon Thomas, from Leiden, has been named honourable 
member of the Obstetrical Suciety of London.

‘The rection report upon the first chapter of the Budget, in which is 
communicated the political considerations, was published yesterday. ‘The 
expectation that it would contain a formal declaration of war against the 

Cat inet is not fulfilled. The majority thought it neither necessary nor 

advisabie to discuss again what was done by the former dissolved Chamber 

and a good many of the members protested against the endeavour of the 

Cabinet to limit the Ministerial responsibility, and deprecated the Roya 

proclamation being sent to the electors, by which the liberty of the 

electors was attacked. ‘The Ministerial speech by which this sitting was 

‘opened has been severely criticised. Perhaps a treaty of peace will be now 

signed by the parties and maintained until a favourable opportunity pre- 
senis itself to overturn the Cabinet. Of course the Ministerial papers 
have reasons to applaud this report, which is only somewhat embittercd by 
» the oppotition shown to the Minister of Finance, whose system of manage- 
ment was condemned by the majority, because of increased expenditure as 
regards the departments of War and Marine, notwithstanding the Minister 
Rimself had always talked about the very deplorable condition of our 
‘Treasury. ‘The majority, however, was convinced that there should be 
atill 2 considerable surplus from the public service of 1866, and therefore 
condemned the measure of this Minister because he did not spend the 
amount of 6 500,000F for the redemption fund, which amount was voted 
for this purpose.” ‘The members, however, thought it prudent that this 
amount should remain in reserve for possible dedciencies in following 
yeare, wien the favourable balance of our culonics may be enormously de- 
‘Greased, as the construction of railways will take a large sum of mnoney, 
and very important expenses will be required for the system of defence 
and the marine, These members were of opinion that we sl.ould 
then be obliged to contract loans, instead of being able to keep 
the bulanee in our expenses and receipts. It was alto. highly 
condemned in this Minister that he used all possible means to 
raise the sum which our Treasury receives from the Far East 
{ihe Tory system); whilst the Liberals did all they could to spend as 
much as possible of that favourable balance for the welfare of our colunies. 
‘The Monisterial anewer to this report of course cannot be of much 
impor ane, and till the 9th of February, when the Second Chamber, 
which has taken its Christmas leave, will meet again, our political situation 
will remain very calm. It may, however, be that in the meanwhile our 
litical relations with foreign countries will produce some difficulties ; the 
important diplomatic question with Prussia is still unsettled, wiilst Belgium 
does its utmost to give an international character to the Scheldt question, 
which by that treatment may create a great deal of trouble. ‘he attitude 
of the Minister for Foreign Affairs in both these diplomatic subjects was 
severely condemned in the scctions, and the wish was expressed that nego- 
jous might be opened with the Engiish Government about an extradi- 
tion treaty. Some members expressed their fears that our commerciai re- 
Jetions with Jupan were much prejudiced by the inland war there, and they 
were of opinion that the Dutchmen residing in Japan were not so much 
rotected by our Government asithey ought to be; likewise they said they 
Ped’ tina conviction that the indemnification paid by the Japanese 
Government to the allied European Powers, in consequence of the ex- 
penses of the war against the Prince of Nagato, was not divided amonzst 
Abore Powers in an equitable way. The indemnitication received by the 
Durch Government was ssid to be much too small. 

Before the Second Chamber separated the credit laws were approved of, 
while a discussion took place about a very deplorable fact. Some days 
ago scandalous disturbances took piace at the Military Academy at Breda. 
One of tne cadots was to ill treated that being unabie to deiend hinselt 
any longer against these attacks, he committed suicide by takirg poison. 
The Minister said that the reports published by the papers about this 
aflair were correct, and promised that not only the ringleaders should be 
Punished severely according to the military law, but that the academy 
ahould be reorganised within the shortest time, in order to guard against 
such occurrences again. ‘This event has caused a good deal of sensation 
in our country. It is rumoured that the Minster for the Home Depari- 
ment will suspend those professors who signed the declaration that the 
Cabinet acted contrary to the fundamental law when it dissolved the Seeond 
Chatober, in comequerice of the last constitutional question. 

Professor Simon Thomas, from Leiden, has been named honourable 
member of the Obstetrical Society of London. Since this society was 
founded only eleven foreigners have been honoured with this title. ees

‘The total of the contributions 
hitherto received by the Hamburg Commitice in money and clothing, 
wine, fruit, cigars, and other gilts im natura, are announced as amounting 
to 112.644 marks 4 sch. baneo.

Among those that have created the greatest interest are the annual reports 
of the Swiss Consul-General at Batavia, and of the Consul at Munila for 
the year 1865, publisied at tull length in No, 43 of the official organ of 
the Federal D.ct, from whieh it appears thata considerable number of 
Swiss citizens have settled in both these Consular distri ts, ‘The Dutch 
military service induced the greater part of them to go out to the Indian 
Archipelago, and alter the expiration of their engagement they settle as 
civilians in different branches of trade and industry. 

The correspondent of the Crunstadt Mes-enyer, writing from Blago- 
wessensk oa the Amoor, announces the departure of t.e steamer Admiral 
Korsakow towing tau veasels with 150 emigrant families (mostly lately 
arrived from the shores of the Wolga) from Charabowka, for the Ussuri 
Gistrict. ‘The bauks of the Usturi, he adds, are extremely picturesque and 
diversified, the mountains densely covered with forests of cedars, whilst the 
soil of the valleys is fertile and rich, capable of producing in abundance 
everything grown in the temperate zone; but there are unfortunately too 
few inhabitants, and their means are too limited to benefit much by these 
natural advantages. ‘The mountains aud forests abound with furred animals, 
and their skins are so cheap thatthe best sables sell for four roubles each. 
‘Lhe majority of the settlers are Russians, and they make but a scanty 
living by the chase and @ little agriculture.

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FRANCE AND KOREA. 

‘Tre first telegram published in our columns, announcing the 
commencement by the French Admiral of hostilities against 
Korca, was met by an almost official denial in the AMoniteur, 
and even in this country was received with some degree of sus- 
picion. It has, however, turned out to be substautially correct, 
for notwithstanding the statements in the French organs to the 
effect that no active operations would be undertaken at present, 
we now hear that a second collision has already taken place, and 
this time with disastrous consequences to the invaders. The first 
intimation of this was conveyed in a telegram, via Galle, dated 
Hong Kong, 1st December, which says :—* It is currently 
reported that the French expedition to Korea has been beaten 
off at Kang-hoa, with the loss of 45 men. The fleet has re- 
turned to Shanghai.” And this is corroborated by a telegram 
via Kiachta, received yesterday, worded thus :—* French 
evacuated Korea ; expedition a total failure. Natives elated. 
European prestige much injured.” How far the French Admi- 
ral was acting on his own responsibility in continuing offensive 
operations does not yet appear, but we doubt whether his acts 
will be viewed with very great disfavour by the Imperial Go- 
vernment. So far the events that have transpired in Korea 
preseut an exact repetition of the Annam affair. The prompt 
resentment of an outrage on French subjects ; the immediate 
adoption of reprisals by the Admiral, without waiting orders 
from home ; and the despatch of pacific iustructions, so timed 
as to arrive just too late to prevent a hasty attack almost cer- 
tain to lead to a reverse, thereby pledging the French to a war 
that wiil necessarily be one of conquest—all form a natural 
sequence of events which bear a striking resemblance to those 
immediately preceding the “ colonisation ” of Saigon.

We must confess that wo have 
often been struck with the unfairness of sclecting any one par- 
ticular voyage; tho service must be considered in its length and 
Dreadth, especially with the example we hare before us of the

THE SAN FRANCISCO AND CHINA LINE. 

Tue wooden steamship Celestial Empire, aconsort to the Great 
Republic, of the new line between San Francisco and China 
was launched at New York on the 8th. She is 4,000 tons bur- 
den, 376. long and 50%t. breadth of beam, and is divided into 
four water-tight compartments. Two other vessels for this 
line, the Wipkon and the America, making four in all, are now 


buitding. We learn that the steamer Hermann will be de- 
spatched from San Francisco to Yokohama to serve as areserve 
vessel for stores, &c. The San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
has memorialised Congress for a modification of the present con- 
tract for this line, By the original agreement the steamers were 
required to touch at Honolulu, but in Juce last the company 
was released from this obligation by the United States Govern- 
ment, on condition of performing thirteen trips to China and 
back each year, instead of twelve. Tho memorialists now 
represent that this arrangement will not only entail on the 
company an unvecessary additional outlay of some $130,000 
per annum, but will inflict great inconvenience on the public, 
as it will change the day of departure from the lst of each 
month to irregular dates, thus preventing uniformity and 
precision. It is therefore urged that the obnoxious ccndition 
be forthwith rescinded, and the company be allowed to run 
the mails regularly once a month without touching at Honolulu, 
for which port a separate service is recommended, with a sub- 
sidy of $100,000 per annum. It is to be hoped Congress will 
acquiesce in this very reasonable demand. 


THE CEYLON COMPANY. 

Tue half-ycarly mecting of the Ceylon Company was held on 
the 18th, and the report, given in our last issue, recommending 
a dividend of 10 per cent. per annum, was duly passed. The 
Chairman in moving the adoption of the report, observed that 
the £437,000 raised by debentures was £38,000 less than they 
were authorised to raise. It was not intended to increase 
that amount until a call had been made on the A shares, 
which had been delayed by the state of the money market, any- 
thing now received on debenture account would go to pay off some 
of those alreadyissued. At the last meeting a resolution, proposed 
by Mr. Baker, was passed, asking for a more detailed profit and 
loss account of the company ; but as that resolution was carried 
by only twenty-one shareholders, and the board feit that it was 
undesirable that all the affairs of the company should be 
exposed, the resolution bad not been acted upon. In the report 
presented to the next annual meeting as much information 
would be given as the board considered expedient having regard 
to the interests of the company. In reply to a sharcholder, the 
Chairman said no advances were ever made on estates in the 
Mauritius without proper documents and securities ; that a call 
not exceeding £3 would be made on the A shares within three 
months. The last report shows the manner in which the 
property of the company is invested, and it is invested in very 
much the same manner now. It shows that the investments 
in Ceylon and the Mauritius were £259,295; in mortgages, 
£319,000; and advances against produce, £339,944. With 
respect to the sales of the coilve crop, we may say that it bas 
been nevrly all sold, and has realised very fair prices; the 
sugar crop is being sold, and the prices in the Mauritius this 
year have been high, The crop is about the same as last year, 
but the prices have been much better. 





It will be sven in our legal intelligence that the Court of 
Chancery has confirmed the resolution of the sharcholders in 
the Bunk of Hindustan, passed at the meeting held on the 
It was the itnpression that the National Bank, the 
chief creditors, wished for an official liquidation, but it appears 
that their objection to the voluntary liquidation was confined 
to Mr. Kintrea, one of the sharcbolders. In order to remove 
this olstacle Mr, Kintyea resigned, and the liquidation will 
now proceed under the charge of Mr. Chadwick, an official 
accountant, Alderman Allen, one of the directors, Mr, MacNair, 
and Captain Engledue, sharcholders. We understand that the 
attempt to resuscitate this bank will be persevered in. 
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The hearing of the case of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank 
was concluded on the 18th, and ended by the Judge confirming 
the resuscitation agreed on by the shareholders. ‘Ihe opposing 
creditors were complimented by the Judge for pointing out 
what appeared to them to be an injustice, but the approving 
body being so largely in excess of the malcontents, he thought 
that was sufficient warranty for his decision in their favour, 
The new institution is therefore free to make its arrangements 
for business, which will be commenced in London forthwith, and 
‘Mr. Balfour proeceds by the next Bombay mail to establish 
the§branches in India and China. The successful cormple- 
tion of the measures elaborated by Mesars. Chadwick and Co., 
accountants, Messis, Ashurst, Morris, and Co., solicitors, and 
Mr, Thomson, one of the directors, reflects great credit on 
these gentlemen, and the shareholders have now .a fair oppor- 
tunity of recovering their capital, which would in all proba- 
bility have been swallowed up had the bank been allowed 
to die. 


The delay in the receipt of telegraphic messages to and from 
India and Galle continues to be the subject of serious com- 
plaint. The messages latterly have occupied ten and twelve 
days from Galle. Mr. Reuter writes to The Times on the 
24th, stating that the line will never be worked properly until 
we obtain the privilege from the Turkish Government of wires 
devoted solely to the Anglo-Indian messages. Mr. Reuter has 
been refused this concession, and asks the British Government 
to negotiate for it. The service via Kiachta continues to work 
well, telegrams dated Shanghai, November 26, having been 
received on the 17th inst. Before next winter arrangements will 
no doubt be completed for working during that period. 


Two Italian ships of war are now fitting out for the Far 
East. One of them will carry out the ambassador appointed 
by the King of Italy to reside at Yedo, in accordance with the 
stipulations of the treaty lately concluded with Japan. 


Legal. 

THe AGRa aND MasterMan’s Bank.— This was an application, 
before Vice-Chancellor Sir W. P. Wood, for the sanction of the Court to 
@ proposed arrangement for the resuscitation of the bank. Sir Roundell 
Palmer stated the case on behalf of the applicants, General Sir George 
Pollock and others, who had been appointed at a general meeting of share- 
holders to submit the proposal for the above purpose to the consideration 
ofthe Court. Sir R. Palmer said that the importance of the matter he 
had to submit to the Court could hardly be exaggerated. The temporary 
failure of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank had been brought about by the 
irresistible influences of a money panic, and the machinations of unprin- 
cipled persons, and the suspension had in truth taken place when the bank 
was in a state of periect solvency. The shareholders subsequently arranged 
to have a voluntary winding-up of the concern, but they did so with the 
view of bringing about a revival of the business, in which so large a por- 
tion of the Indian and English communities were deeply concerned. 
An investigation into the affairs of the bank showed that its assets 
exceeded its liabilities by the sum of £1,150,000. In order to 
complish the resuscitation, it was now proposed that new capita 
to the amount of one million should be subscribed, and that 
the new company should guarantee the discharge of the liabili. 
ties of the old company. Nearly all the 5,799 creditors of the bank 
in the United Kingdom, with the exception of fifteen, assented, and so far 
as information could be obtained of the opinions of the Indian creditors, 
it appeared that their assent was given to the proposal. Whilst the debts 
of the assenting creditors in the United Kingdom amounted to the sum 
of £2.208 993, the debts of the fifleen non-assenting creditors did not 
exceed 480.00. No shareholder had expressed his dissent. But he 
could not state what opinion waa entertained by the oflicial liquidator with 
reference to the scheme.—Mr. Roxburgh, who appeared for the official 
liquidator, here stated that he did not oppose but only desired that 
honour should become acquainted with all the facts.—Sir R. Palmer ol 
served that this statement relieved him of much anxiety, and procecded to 
read a quintity of evidence, which had been adduced to show the desirable- 
ness of the project, and the support that had been given to it in the 
United Kingdom and India. The official liquidator, Mr. Cannan, sta‘ed 
in an aflidavit that the assets of the bauk sufficed for the payment in 1867, 
or early in 1868, of all the liabilities without any call being made. It 
was, therefore, clearly to be inferred that there was no risk in the revival of 
the bank.—Mr. Di C., and Mr. A. G. Marten, for Mr. Shipman, 
the creditors’ representative, stated his desire to facilitate the arrangement, 
subject to the following observations and suggestions: (a) Tue order 
conlirming the agreement should provide that the arrangement shall not 
Prejudice or ativct the rights of the creditors, as against any sureties or 
person not bound by the order; (b) the order also should provide that as 
between the purchasers and the creditors the purchasers should be prin- 
cipal debtors in respzct of the instalments, and accordingly, stall not be 
discharged by thvir being given to the vendors, or by any other act which 
if the purchasers were sureties only would discharge them ; (c) the cash 
and notes for the instalments ought to be handed over to the liquidator 
or creditors’ representative before possession was given of any of the vendors’ 
Property, with provision by covenant, before completion of the aale, in 
cases of disputed claims, or claims not capable of being expressed as an 
immediate debt; (d) the purchasing company should enter into acorenant 
with the liquidator or creditors’ representative, and with all the creditors 













































(as in the case of a common deed for securing payment of a composition 
under the Bankruptcy Act 1861), for the due performance of the terms of 
the agreement. Subject to the insertion of these provisions for the pro- 
tection of the general body of creditors, they did not oppose the arrange- 
ment.—Mr. Giffard, Q.C., and Mr, Bedwell, for the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australi China, creditors for £111,000, opposed the applica- 
tion, and vindi -d their right to do so without having the odium cast 
upon them of selfishly opposing that which had been assented to by the 
rge majority of creditors. They did not seek to enferce any extreme 
rights, or to claim their pound of flesh; but what they wished, and what 
appeared to be wholly wanting, was some proposal that at present would 
inspire confidence, and satisfy the managers of the Charteréd Bank, a 
reasonable «nen of business, that the proposal was to the advantage of their 
shareholders, whose interests they were bound to protect. In the first 
place, the dividends were not to be paid in such a beneficial manner as 
was intended by the official liquidator. ‘The capital proposed was insuffi- 
cient, and if, as was admitted, the official liquidator would have difficulty 
in realising the assets, how were the promissory notes of the new company 
to be paid? Then, again, the position of the parties would render it ne- 
cessary for the new bank to deal more tenderly with debtors, so as not to 
lose their custom, than the interests of the creditors required. Upon the 
whole, the plan was premature, had not been sufficiently investigated, and 
wasnot such as to inspire confidence or claim adoption by the Court, espe- 
cially as it was open to grave objections under the Companies Act, 1862.— 
His Honour, after an elaborate consideration of the position of the 
company, both with regard to the interest of the creditors and share- 
holders, said that his judgment must necessarily be greatly influenced by 
the entire absence of hostility on the part of the shareholders of the com- 
pany to the scheme and the consent of all but fifteen of the creditors, No 
reflection could be made on the character and honesty of those who had 
conducted the affairs of the bank which had so unfortunately failed, nor 
could the motives of those who opposed the scheme be impeached, because 
it was important that all the facts of the case should be inquired into. The 
comparatively narrow doctrines of the Court with regard to the conduct of 
trustees ought not to be applied toa case of this kind. The shareholders 
were better judges of their own interests than he could be, and as they had 
without dissension concurred, he thought that he should be favouring the 
interests of all parties by approving of the scheme, The Attorney-General, 
Sir R. Palmer, Mr. Cole, Mr. W. DM. James, Mr. G. W. Giffard, Mr. 
Roxburgh, Mr. Druce, Mr. Ferrers, and Mr. A. G. Martin appeared. 

Tuk AcRa aND MasTeaMa: B, —Exprarte WaRING AND 
ANoTHER.—The point involved in this summons from chambers was one 
of very serious interest to a great number of customers of the branches of 
the Agra Bank abroad. The baok, it will be remembered, stopped pay- 
ment on the 7th of June 1866, but their branch at Calcutta did not stop 
till the 13th of June, At some time, but at what hour did not appear, on 
the ISth, a telegraphic message arrived at Calcutta announcing the stop- 
page in England, and in the course of the day the Calcutta branch stopped. 
Messrs, Waring and Hunt, on the 13th, and, as they contended, after the 
branch had received the telegraphic message, paid £25.00 in rupees into 
the Calcutta branch by way of a cheque, and they now claimed to have 
this sum paid out to them in full and in preference ty other creditors. Mr. 
G. M. Giffard and Mr. Langworthy supported the claim. The principle 
for which they contended was that the property in the cheque never left 
them. It was paid in for a purpose that failed. When it was paid 
the branch could not be said to have received it as bankers; and if 
they could not honestly receive it, they could not honestly use it in pay 
ment of their debts.—Mr. Dickinson and Mr. Roxburgh for the liquid 
tors of the bank: Our contention upon the evidence is that the cheque 
was paid in and carried to Waring and Hunt's account before the news 
arrived, and of course before the stoppage took piace. But in any event 
the only relation between these gentlemen and the bank was that of debtor 
and creditor. There was no specific appropriation of the mouey.—Mr. 
Giffard ia reply.—The Vice-Chuncellor said that when people pay 
cash into a bank the money becomes the property of the banker, 
and he gives an acknowledgment that he will repay them when and 
how they please. He is simply a debtor, and his customers are 
creditors; he is not a trustce. If a man pays £10,000 isto a bank, 
and he knows.that next day the banker is about to invest the £10,000 in 
some hazardous speculation, he nevertheless cannot obtain an injunction to 
restrain his doing so. Cases may arise in which a bill will lie against a 
banker in respect of moneys paid in for a specified purpose. But a direc- 
tion that money shall be carried to a man's private account is not a spe- 
cific purpose. - His Honour said he must take it on the evidence that this 
cheque was paid in come hours before the message was received. When 
the message came the bank stopped, and these gentlemen were in the un- 
fortunate position of any other debtor to the concern, His Honour thought 
he ought not to direct an inquiry as to whether or not the cheque was 
cashed before the message came, dvcause he was not satisfied that it would 
make any difference in the result ; but the claim would be refused without 
prejudice to any application that the customers might make if they found 
that the cheque was not cashed till after the message was received, and also 
without costs. The official liquidator would have his costs. 

Tue Astatic Bank.—Vice-Chancellor Wood had before him on 
the 11th December the case of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank. In 
the winding-up of the affairs of this bank the Asiatic banking Corpora- 
tion claimed to be creditors in respect of some bills of exchange, which 
they had bought from Messrs. Dickson, Latham and Co, of Ceylon, on 
the faith of an open letter of credit given by the Agra and Masterman’s Bank 
to that firm. It was contended on the part of the Agra and Masterm 
Bank that they were not liable in respect of the bills, because they wel 
not drawn till after the writing of the letier of credit, and at law a promise 
to accept a non-existing bill of exchange was not binding, and also be- 
cause the letter of credit did not constitute a contract between the Agra 
and Masterman’s Bank and the Asiatic Baoking Corporation. The Vice- 
Chancellor, after stating the points, observed that it had never been the 
subject of actual decision; although it was clearly laid down as law since 
Lord Mansfield’s time that a promise to accept an undrawn bill of exchange 
is no acceptance. It was, therefore, quite clear that the contract in this 
case did not amount to an acceptance, so that the holder could recover in 
that respect; but the claim had beeo put in argument as if founded on a 
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contract between the negoliar of the bills and the person giving the un 
ing, through the mediam ef the trolding this open letter o 
pasa ct eee was no evidence of rach a transaction as this being 
‘mpported by the custom of merchants, and the absence of decision on the 
was a reason for believing it to form no part of the lex mercatoria. 
The claim had any validity, it could only rest om that question of agency 
which had required some consideration. His Honour referred to the 
case of “ The Bank of Ireland v. Archer,” reported in the 11th vol. of 
‘Meeson and Welsby, and said that in the absence of any authority exactly 
im point, be thought he should be introducing a great novelty into the lex 
mercatoria ifhe were to admit the claim. Itwould be in fact giving the effect 
fam acceptance to these undrawn bills, which was the very doctrine that was 
xpleded‘in the case referred to. If the case had been that of an agency, by 
‘which the person holding the instrament was empowered to authorise the 
dedication uf a sum of money on the part of the giver of the instrument to 
the person advancing money the case would have been different ; as it was 
the negotiator of the bills took them, subject to all inquiries between the 
holder and the giver of the instrument. His Honour must retuse the sum- 
«moos, but if the applicants liked he would give them leaveto bring an action. 
Tue Bang of Hrwovstay, Crna, awn Japan.—Vice-Chancellor 
Stuart made en order on three petitions to continue the voluntary 
‘winding-up of this company under the supervision of the Court. The 
winding- up is to be conducted by four out of the five present liquidators, 
(erbo were named in our last) Mr. Kintrea retiring. 

‘Waistieac. Srzatnes.—This action was brought (before Mr. Justice 
Bisekburn) ‘in respect of the non-delivery by the defendant of 25 chests of 
tea, In December, 1863, the plaintiff purchased 61 chesis of tea from the 
defendant, and an invoice was sent in, describing the chests as “ex Van- 
gvord,” and as marked “3.R.W.J.” The invoice also gave the numbers 
of the cherts, In July, 1864, an order was sent to the defendant, directing 
him to forward the warrants for delivery of the tea to Messrs, Littledale 
aud Co. Warrants were accordingly sent—one for 18 chests, with the 

mark, and others for 48 chests, 23 of them with the proper mark, 
the remaining 25 with the mark “"S.W.J.” The warrants relating to 
these latter chests contained, however, the number of the chests correspond- 
dog with those in the invoice; and it appeared that the difference in the 
mark arose from the fact that when the invoice was drawn out, the mark 
“© §.W.J..” which was upon 25 of the chests, was by mistake omitted, 
Messrs. Littledale, on receiving the warrants, put them away without notic- 
‘ing that the marks relating to 25 chests did not correspond with the con- 
tract. The chests in question were warehoused at Beale’s wharf in London, 
and were destroyed by a fire which broke out there in October, 1865. In 
March, 1866, the plaintiff resold the tea, and then, for the first time, dis~ 
covered that the warrants did not correspond with the invoice, aud that the 
tea for which he held the warrants had been burnt. He therefore sought 
te recover from the defendant for the non-delivery of the chests thus de- 
stroyed. Under these circumstances, the learned Judge ruled that the 
plaintiff was entitled to recover, and a verdict was entered accordingly. 

Scunorr vy. Paztoxser.—This was an action in the Court of Exche- 

r by a Parsee merchant, carrying on business at Bombay, to recover 
£14,105 10s. Sd. of @ consignment of cottoa from that place to England. 
Mr. Hannen and Mr. Cohen for plaintiff; the Solicitor-General and Mr. 
Philbriek for the defendant. The defendant, a native of India, had been 
amember of the firm of Dadabai, Naooroji, and Co., in the City of Lon- 
don, who in a balance of accounts in January last, owed the plaintiff the 
gam pow claimed. Two other members of that firm became insolvent, and 
compounded with their creditors under a deed of inspectorhip. The 
question now raised, in a very complicated state of facts, was whether the 
plaintiff had agreed simply to discontinue the action he had brought against 
the firm for his debt, reserving his right to recover the money from any 
one of its members, or whether he bad consented to discontinue it in the 
eense thatthe debt was to be entirely extirguished as reyarded all the 
Parties liabie. it appeared that the plaintiff had receives in the shape of 
dividends a sum of 2.197, and the balance was in reality the sum sought 
0 be recovered in this action. The jury, after having been locked up @ 
considerable time, retumed a verdict for the plaintiff — Damages, 
£11,807 12s. 2d., with leave to move the Court above on a point of law. 

JonEs v. Just.—The plaintiff in this case is a ropemaker at Liverpool 
and the defendant a merchant carrying on business in London. In Octo- 
ber, 1865, the plaintiff purchased 1,000 bales of Manilla hemp, equal to 
126 tons, to arrive from Singapore, at £38 10s. per ton. ‘The hemp ar- 
rived in four ships during the month of November, and when surveyed was 

ronounced unmerchantable. The evidence showed that it must have 
Peen wrecked before i got to Singapore, and dried and repacked there. 
Te appeared that hemp had risen in price after the contract was made, and 
that at the time the hemp arrived it would, if in good merchantable con- 
dition, have been worth £6 per ton beyond the contract price. The hemp 
was resold by the plaintiff after its and realised somewhat less than 
the contract price. The learned judge left it to the jury to say whether it 
‘was reasonatly merchantable Manilla hemp, and, if not, what loss the 
pani had sustained by the defendant's non- performance of his contract. 

‘he jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff for £756. 

Banxavurtcy Case.—Ix re Rupoten Juxc.—Mr. Reed appeared for 
the assignees, ond Mr. Laurance for the bankrupt. At this sitting for dis 
charge the bankrupt was opposed on the ground that he had contracted 
debts at a period when he could have had no reatonable expectation of pay-

At the time of my obtaining 
goods from Mr. Hemsley I had dishonoured bills given to Messrs. Peat 
and Co., but there was an agreement between us that the paper should be 
renewed. I have been very largely enzaged in the silk trade, and I had 
Bvery extensive connection. My friends assisted _me with capital to start 
with,and I thought I hada reasonable prospect of success. I left Pa 
without any imputation upon my character. During the panic of 1837 
my partners and I lost between £400,000 and £501,000. His Honour, 
afier a careful investigation of the facts, held that the bankrupt had not 
Brought himself within the penal clauses of the statute, and granted an 
immediate order of discharge. 
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THE NICARAGUA RAILWAY. 

A preliminary division of the engineering staff of the Nica- 
ragua Railway was despatched by the West India mail steamer 
on the 17th, under the directions of Mr. Collinson, the engineer, 
for the purpose of commencing the works. Captain Bedford 
Pim, R.N., and Mr. Collinson went out via New York on the 
22nd. Captain Pim in a letter says :— 

“ To-morrow I proceed to New York, where the absolute necessity of 
such a transit (the right of way over which, with many other privileges, I 
hold exclusively in my possession) bas long been felt, and 1 am convinced 
the commercial imporance of the project, together with the great value of 
my concession, will be there fully appreciated. 

“* As evidence of this fact, I may mention that I have received most 
tressing overtures from several gentiemen in New York, who are anxious 
po make my roule the great highway between China, Japan, and the 
United states. 

“The American live to China and the East, which commences mu- 
ning on New Year's-day next, consists of some of the largest steamers in 
the world; the Government of the United States pay a heavy subsidy, 
and there can Le no doubt that by this means a very considerable portion 
of the trade of the East will be speedily diverted into the warehouses of 
New York. 

“ At no distant date also a line of steamships under the American fi 
will commence running from Panama to New Zealand and Australia, and, 
owing to the controlling influence which citizens of the United Siates 
seas over the only present transit, ria the Isthmus, they may certainly look 
forward to carrying off the greater portion of our New Zealand and Austr 
lian trade, for it must be borne in mind that in respect to China, Japan, 
New Zealand, and Australia, New York is eight days ahead of Europe by 
the Panama route. 

“In view of the speedy realisation of the success to which, it must be 
admitted, the Americans are fairly entitled from their foresight and bold- 
ness of enterprise in thus competing for the Eastern and Australian trade, 
the necessity is more than ever apparent for securing a good and practi- 
eal route across the isthmus. 

«Tam most desirous of making the Nicaragua Railway Transit a great 
highway of nations, as free from political dieadvantages as it is from those 
of a physical character. 

“ Commerce knows no nationality, but I have felt it a duty to address 
these few lines to you, for the purpose of placing before our merchants the 
consequences which must arise should lispontees coves the taihenaa bet 
come exclusively American.

The long list of new books noticed in our last issue has by 
no meaus exhausted the resources of our publishers, who have 


been far from idle during the last fortuight. Most of the 
works we now have to announce are, however, of less impor- 
tance than those published during the early part of the month, 

Earl Russell publisbes a third volume of his Life of Charles Jumes Fox, 
embracing the stormy period of our rupture with the French Republic 
and the later years of Pitt's life; Mr. Edward Dicey publishes, under 
the title of The Buttlefielis of 1866, his letters on the recent war in Ger= 
many, written as special correspondent of a London newspaper; Heros 
Von Borcke (whom our American critics persist in regarding as a fabu- 
lous personage) republishes from “ Blackwood's Magazine,” in 2 vols, 
his Menoirs of the Confederate War fur Independence; and we have from 
Mr. W. Leeke a History of the 52nd Reyiment at the Buttle of Waterloo, 
in 2 vols.; and from Mr. Wornum, in 1 vol., a life, or as he modestly 
calls it Some Account of’ the Life of Holbein, with handsome portraits and 
other illustrations. 

In Fiction we havea new story by Miss Annie Thomas, in 3 vols, 
with the title of Played Gut: 3 vols. of stories by Mr. Mark Lemon, with 
the title of Leyton Hall and other Tales; and The Draytons and the 
Davenants, a story of the Civil Wars, in 1 vol, by the author of “The 
Schonberg-Cotta Family.”

Royat Astatic Soctrry.—On the 17th inst., at the ordinary meeting 
of the Royal Asiatic Suciety. Sir T. E. Colebrooke, Bart., M. P., occupied 
the chair. Among the members present were Major-General Sir Henry 
Rawlinson, K.C.B., the Right (Hon. Viseonat Strangford, Professor E. 
Goldstucker, General A. Cunningham, Sir F. Halliday, K. c: B., Sir C. 
Nicholson, Bart., Messrs. O. De B. Priau!: B. E. » EL 1 
Cowell, J. Dickinton, E. C, Ravenshaw, Nor and others. Sir 
Henry Rawlinaon briefly noticed the recent death of Dr. F. Hincks, of 
Killyleigh, Down, Ireland, a member of the society, noted for his skill in 
deciphering hieroglyphical and cuneiform inscriptions, an2 who showed 
wonderful ability in unravelling the most difficult ciphers without any pre- 
‘vious clue to their contents or plan of formation. Suggestions and ar- 
Fangements were made that his unpublished writings should be collected 
and printed. Dr. S. Birch, of the British Museum, then read translation 
of an inscription 700 years old, cut in Chinese and Sanscrit characters 
upon an ancient pillar in a Chinese temple, giving a history of the con- 
struction of the building. The meeting then closed. 

Tur Riots tv CsYLON.—Ceylon, usually so quiet (says the Pall 
Mali Gazetie), has just been the scene of serious food rivts. The Go- 
YVernor seems to think the fault is with the chetties (grain dealers), who, 
armed with cudgels and blunderbusses, formed an efficient special police 
to defend their property. ith rice at thrice its ordinary price, bold- 
ing back grain must be pretty well at an end. No account has yet come 
in of the cause of the scarcity. Its occurrence confirms what we remarked 
some time azo, that the famine in Orissa is exceptionally severe solely 
because the Bengal authorities have been exceptionally nezligent. Dis- 
tress bas undoubtedly been felt more or less over the whole continent 
south of the twenty-third parallel, Meanwhile the Hon. R. S. Ellis has 
deen vaiting the distressed parts of Madras, especially Salem and North 
Arcoit, and reporting with a view to preventive measures on a large scale. 
“ Trrigate, irrigate,” 1s the burden of his message, as it is the cry of every 
‘one who looks beyond his own immediate surroundings. Why the work 
has not been done long ayo it is only too easy to tell :— There are (says 
Mr. Ellis) in the records of the Board of Revenue and Public Worke 
Department plans of irrigation which, if they had bien executed, would 
not only have been highly remunerative, but would have done much to 
save the crops during this year's drought. . . . ‘There was scarcely 
village through which I passed (adds Mr. Ellis) where there was not the 
same complaint of breached tanks and channels out of repair; while in 
many places great natural reservoirs were pointed out to me which only 
need a small outlay to_bring large waste tracts into cultivation. Rivers, 
again, are allowed to flum into the sea, carrying away the draimge of 
thousands of square miles, which, if retained by a careful system of dams 
in the valleys, with connected channels, might store water sufficient to 
carry the crops through even £0 severe a season as this last.” 

Tue * Gotpen Fierce” ron Hone Konc.—A report has been cireu- 
lated regarding the Golden Fleece transport, which has reached the Trans- 

ri-oflice at Somerset-house, and which has also been circulated at Lioyd’s. 

[t appears that a piece of paper in a bottle was picked up by a Coastyuard- 
man at Roct-end, Isle of Wight, on the 10th of December, containing 
these words:—* Please send something, for the Golden Flecce has gone 
down with 100 soldiers and 52 men, at a litile past Portreath ” (this word 
Dot plauly widens}: ‘Tow nid bewwickbel kom. ‘The. lioule: could 
only have been thrown overboard during the voyaye made by the Golden 
Fleece trom Portsmouth to Cork on the 17th of November. This voyage 
was accomplished in safety, andthe men landed at Cork on the 21st of 
November, The Golden Fleece has since then embarked a regiment, 
with more than 7:0 men, women, and children, and sailed from Cork on 
the 24th of Nevember direct to China. She could not have been aear 
Portreath, which ison the north-west coast of Cornwall, on her voyage 
to China, except intentionally, and must in such case have been seen and 
spoken by many vessels. 

Tue Mostatity aT Hone Ke ‘A long letter appears in the 
Stndard with the signature “ Confucius” in defence of General Guy, 
After reviewing the evidence addrested before the committee of inquiry. 
the writer says:—" There can be no shadow of doubt that the only man 
to blame for the removul of the 99th to Kowloon was the then Governor 
of Hong Kong, who demanded demand which the com- 
mandant had no power to refuse. ” disclaims any personal 
knowledge of General Guy, or any prejudice in his favour, and grounds 
his views on the staiement of Dr. Rennie, as published in the London and 
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China Express, 


Piracy in Cxixa.—The Pall Mall Gazette says, alluding to the 
Lubra case :—* Seafaring men in the China seas are naturally someab- 
disturbed at the prospect before them of reprisals such as this, but Hong 
Kong has no reason to be surprised at the serpent it has nourished in its 
bosom, turning round and biting when an attempt was made to seotch it, 
Moreover, the attempts which have been made in that happy island to 
suppress piracy have been singularly well fitted to aygravate the evil. The 
records of the Supreme Court, the reports of special commissioners 
appointed by Her Majesty, the statements of missionaries, and the recla~ 
mations of the Chinese Government abundantly prove that our dealings 
with Chinese pirates has been of the most haphazard kind. The innocent 
bare often been mistaken for the guilty, and there has been a tendency to 

drive honest traders to desperation rather than to bring pirates to book who 
are possessed of intelligence or capital. Vessels have been attacked, and 
not a few men have been hanged, on the information of Chinese who 
turned out to be pirates themselves; and on one occasion a zealous gun= 
boat commander actually pitched into’ some mandarin boats that were 
engaged in apprehending smugglers running cargoes of salt. If the 
Chinese authorities and people were left to settle the matter in their own. 
way, as they do on other parts of the coast, where piracy hardly exists at 
all. the evil would at least be greatly mitigated, and so would it be also if 
British eruizers were at liberty to insiat on a general disirmament of eea- 
going boats; butfor a complete suppression of the piratical system which 
has existed for so long in the south of China, it is neccesary that there 
should either be united artion between the Chinese and the foreign autho- 
rities, or that the former should be induced to employ a smail fleet of 
armed steam vessels for the police of their own coast.” 

‘Tax Crivege In MeLpounye.—Early in October Melbourne was 
visited by heavy rains and by floods, nearly as severe as those of the month 
of December, 1862. In Gipps Land some of the farmers and market gar- 
deners have suffered severely. A short time back a lady and her servants, 
living near the township of Sale, were looking out from an elcvated and 
secure position at a great sheet of water below them, beneath which lay 
much cultivated ground. All at once they observed swimming towards 
them an object which they were quite unable to make out to be either fish, 
flesh, or fowl. It swam, however, vigorously, and in a few minutes reached 
the shore. It was Chinese market gardener, with a copy of Confucius, 
anda lot of wooden gods—his Penates—strapped to his back, all he could 
save of his little possessions, Addressing his observers, all he could say ia 
broken English was, * No more cabbish, no more potata, no more callots, 
all gon—all gon along a flood,” and away he went (with his De consolatione 
philosophia on his back) to more pleasant fields and pastures new. By 
the way a curious application was made to the Goverment the other day 
on behalf of the Chinese at Emerald-bill, one of the Melbourne suburbs. 
At this place the Celestials have lately erected a joss house, and as the 
new building is, or purports to be, a place of worship, they claim ex- 
emption from all municipal rates in common with other places of worship ; 
and as our local law allows this exemption to all sects indifferently, the 
Attorney-General may find that “ State aid to religion " will comprehend 
Paganism itself.

It appears to be the belief of newspaper writers in India and Austral 
that the average rate of speed attained by the Cunard steamers is 13 and 
14 knots per hour, and the general rate of the P. and . steamers has, 
with equal inaccuracy, been set down at 8 knots.

The performances of the steamers of 
the Cunard, West India, and Messagerie cumpavies are so good in reality 
that the directors of those undertakings can scarcely feel complimented 
when detractors of the P. and O. Company endow their ships with ficti- 
tious qualities, and give them credit fora very high averaye rate of speed 
because that high rate has been once or twice attained under exceptional 
circumstances. In dealing with this as with the subject ot passage rates, 
the directors are not unmiudful of the saying that “ comparisons are odious,” 
but they are especially odious when made on falsz premises, and as this 
has been done to the prejudice of the P, and O. Compary, they feel 
assured that the directors of the other services referred to will not mis- 
understand their object when they make the following use of the materials 
at their command for the purpose of arriving at more correct results 

In the cases of the Royal Mail and French Companies the aver: are 
reproduced from their own recent reports; in the case of the Cunard 
‘Company the average hud been calculated upon a Parliamentary return. 
extending from January, 1862, to April, 1866, or four years and & quarter, 
the distances from Liverpool to the American ports being those adopted 
by the lost-office, and the time of stay at the intermediate port (Queens, 
town) being deducted. The distances are taken from the same source 
and the stoppages are dealt with in a timilar ananner in commuting the 
averages of speed of the P. and 0.

It is constantly assumed that a postal contract is all profit, and that 
confers the character and advantages of monopolists on those who hold it, 
whereas the execution of it frequently entails losses, risks, delays, and an- 
noyances from which ordinary traders and trading companies are exempt. 

‘hat the execution of a postal service may be altended with loss is exem- 
plified by the fact that the company have recently had to abandon the con- 
tract which they held for the line between Mauritius and Suez, notwith- 
standing the circumstances that it was paid for at the liberal rate of 8s. 2d. 
per mile, and that it was worked by two very inexpensive vessels, It was 
at no time a very profitable line, but after the Messageries Imperiales Com- 
pany entered upon it it becamea losing one; and although that company 
are now in soie possession of the traffic, and receive a subsidy of 22s. 6d. per 
mile, they state in their last report that if the improvement on their Indo- 
China lines is not 80 decided us in the general proceeds of the enterprise, 
“ the fact must be more especially attributed to the opening of the Mau- 
ritius line ;" which therefore appears to;be a losing concern with them, as it 
was with the P. and O. Company. 

‘A more exacting and uncompromi 
Postal Service Contract does not exist. ‘There is no rest for those who 
undertake it, and carry it out faithfully. The season for passengers may 
be slack ; the transmission of specie may have ceased for a time; s 
ments of cargo may have fallen off in consequence of commercial diffi- 
culties, but the mail steamer must be ready to the day and hour, and the 
expenses attending her navigation are more likely to be augmented than 
decreased by the failure of the usual sources of revenue. ‘The last two 
years lave exemplified this ; the company’s general trade has been excep- 
tionally dull, and the cost of coals, stores, labour, &c., has been excep- 
tionally high. The directors of the Messageries Imperiales Company had 
occasion to refer to this part of the question in their last report to their 
shareholders. ‘They had been denounced as monopolists (as the P. and 
O. and other English companies have been), because they held a postal 
contract with the (:overnment, and received a “subvention” from the State ; 
they put the case as follows :— 

“The objectof the subvention is not to guarantee the success of the 
commercial speculation, but the complete and permanent execution of the 
postal service. The subvention is merely a payment for service rendered 
tothe State. 

“The carrying of the mails requires speed and regularity. Itean only 
be accomplished by the aid of able oficers and the most perfect appliances, 
Now all this talent, speed, and regularity, canuot be secured at a low rate 
of payment. ‘The expenses of a service having to satisfy all these require 
ments are far greater than those of ordinary navigation, even when under 
the most favourable circumstances. No instance has yet occurred of the 
regular trading profits being sufficient to cover the additional expenses in- 
herent to the postal service. 

“The absolute regularity is not only an obstacle to the realisation of 
profits; it may cause serious losses by compelling departures in all weathers, 
during political or commercial crises, or when an inteuse epidemicis raging. 
‘This year the cholera has cost us 1,500,000f.” 

Notwithstanding that the rate of this Government subsidy is four times 
as much per mile as that received by the P. and 0. Company, the direc- 
tors further declare, in the same report, that * When they take into con- 
sideration the numerous and onerous charges imposed by the requirements 
of the service of the State, on navigation in those distant waters, they are 
justified in asserting that the subvention you receive has been prudently 
‘and equitably calculated. It is far from being excessive. It is only 
sufficient so long as the commercial trailie produces the larger portion of 
your receipts. 

The mail contract imposes a very heavy penalty for not having a 
steamer ready to start to her day from the terminal and prineipal ports. 
During the last twenty five years the company have never once incurred 
that penalty, although since the commencement of India aud China con- 
tracts, they lave had to start on those lines alone upwards of 4,000 
steamers, 
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INCREASED BULK OF THE >fAILS. 

‘The enormous bulk of the mails has now become a matter for serious 
consideration. In the early, and even in some of the current contracts 
of the company, the mails were described as “Ier Majesty’s Mails” (in 
which “designation all despatches and bags of letters are agreed to be 
comprehended.” ‘The directors understood the mails to mean letters, 
despatches and newspapers only, and tendered in conformity ; but since 
that time the ‘book and pattem posts” have been established, and in 
more recent contracts the designation clause runs thus: — “ All her 
Majesty's mails (in which term ‘mails’ all boxes, bags or packets of 
leuters, newspapers, books or printed papers, and all other articles trans. 

















all’ empty bags, empty boxes, and other stores and a 
to be used in carrying on the Post-office service, which shall be sent 
by or to or from the Post-office, are agreed to be compretended> 
which shall be at any time and from time to time by the Postmaster— 
General or any of his officers or agents, be required to be conveyed.’? 
Notwithstanding this enlargement of the designation the directors have 
never refused to carry the articles comprised in it, althouch clearly not 
contemplated in those contracts which contain the more limited defini. 
tions of the term mails, and which are still current, Her Majesty’s 
Postmaster-General has started as a eafrier, both by land and sea, of 
articles of all kinds, and the arrangement hus operated in a twofold 
manner to the prejudice of the company. The number and bulk of 
the mail boxes have been greatly increased, the mail-rooms have been 
found too small, and the company have lost the freight previously paid 
by the public for the conveyance of the very books, parcels and samples 
now shipped as mails by the Post-office. 

Froin the year 1858 to the present time careful records have been kept 
of the number of boxes, with their weight and measurement, comprising 
each mail shipped by the company’s steamers. A tabular statement ex- 
tending over the years 1864-1863 excited much surprise when submitted 
in evidence by the company to the Parliamentary Committee of 1866. 
The table has since been made up for six years. It is too long for pro- 
duction here, but it will be sufficient to take the first month of each year 
to support the foregoing statements.

‘The combined Marseilles and Southampton mails shipped at, or brought 





to, Suez, would thus form a cargo for a small ship. 

The mode in which what is called the cost of the Mail Service is paid 
for, tives rise to much misconception. ‘The House of Commons. in com- 
mittee of supply, is asked every year to vote so much for the “ Post-office 
Packet Service.” Lust Session the vote was for £821,164. 

‘The consequence is, a large majority of the public believe that they are 
taxed to that extent for the maintenance of the service, and representatives 
of the agricultural interest within the walls of Parliament have been heard 
to complain that their constituents are compelled to contribute to the sup- 
port of enterprises useful only to the commercial part of the community, 
while it rarely happens that the representative of the Government on the 
‘Treasury Bench reminds those who oppose the vote that the greater part 
of the money comes back in the shape of postage. 

‘The whole sum is charzed by the Postmaster-General against the reve- 
nue of the department in his yearly account, and notwithstanding this, the 
Post-ofice showed a profit for the year 1865 of £1,482,522. 

‘The real state of the case as between the mail companies and the public 
would be more fairly represented if the House of Commons were asked to 
vote the difference only between the sum paid to the contractors and the 
postage received ; and there does not, in fact, appear to be any reason why 
Parliament should be applied to tor a separate vote for the money required 
to meet this particular item of the Post-office expenditure (atter the con- 
tracts are once agreed to by it and the Government), seeing that it is not 
asked to vote separately the cost of conveyance of mails by railway 
(£763,462). the salaries of officials and letter-carriers, or any other sums 
which make up the expenditure of the department, which are all included 
in one vote, amounting last session to £2,436,016. 
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‘The Post office has of date years exhibited a strong desire to take rank 
among the revenue producing departments of the Government, and it 
struggles hard to show a good balance of profit at the end of the year.

been reduced from Is. Sd. to 6d., and that via Mareeilles from 2s. 11d. to 
10d. (see replies to questions 96 and 97), thus affording the strongest 
round for the assumption that, if the public had not received the boon of 
a very large reduction of postage, the service would long ago have been 
self-suppo ting.

effort 10 produce a revenue from the Post-office.” ‘The experience of the 
directors as contractors for the conveyance of the mails by sea does not 
evable them to endorse this declaration, and they shown above that 
the Postmaster-General has entered into direct competition with them as 
carriers of parcels for the public, and has so diverted much freight from the 
holds to the mail rooms of the steamers. Inthe returns placed before the 
Committee of 1866, by Mr. F. Hill, the proceeds of the ‘book post” 
alone on the company’s lines (without including Australia) are set down 
at £8,702 for the ending 31st March last. 

When before the Committee of 1866 the able Assistant Secretary of 
the Post-office, Mr. F. Hill, always referred to this difference between the 
cost of a particular line and its yield in postage as so much “loss,” No 
exception can of course be taken to this mode of dealing with the subject 
in a purely departmental point of view; but the Goveroment and the 
community at large would probably attach some value to a service such 
a® that now existing with the East, apart from the consideration that the 

ompany undertake the functions of letter carriers as part of their general 
Cusiness. 

‘The opinions of the Committee of 1866 in this matter are expressed in 
the following paragraph :— 

“ Your Commitee cannot assent to the doctrine that interests so im- 
Portant from every point of view, whether political. social, or commercial, 
as those which connect the United Kingdom sith the largest and most 
valuable possessions of the Crown, should be prejudiced by an insufficient 
Postal Service, because the establishment of an efficient service might 
leave an apparent loss of no great magnitude to be borne by the two coun- 
tries, They submit that a question of profit. or loss, within reasonable 
bounds, is acons:deration entitled to little weight in the case of so im- 
portant a Postal Service as that between England and India. They con. 
cur in the views expressed on this subject, ina letter addressed by the India- 
office to the Assistant Secretary to the Post-office, on the Sth October, 
1865, in which it was said ‘Sir Charles Wood cannot, however, regard 
the question as one merely affecting the charge on the Imperial revenues. 
It has been the perception of the bearing of increased postal communica- 
tion on the wealth and progress of a country that has induced statesmen of 
late years to consent to fiscal sacrifices for the purpose of oblaining it. 
There can be no doubt that increased postal communication with India 
implics increased relations with that country, increased commerce, in- 
creased investment of English capital, increased settlement of energetic 
middle-class [inglishmen ; and from all theze sources the wealth and pros- 
Perity of England are more greatly increased than that of India. 

Reverting to the Postmaster-General’s report lor 1866, he states :— 
\« The foregoing tables show that, with a view to meet the just requirements 
Of the public for increased accommodation, all parts of Post expenditure 
have been augmented.”

At the meeting of the General Credit and Finance Company 
of London (Limited), held at the London Tavern, tive resolution 
for the reconstruction of the company and reduction of the lia- 
bility, which was passed on 27th November, was confirmed with 
only six dissentients. The business of the company will, there- 
fore, henceforth be carried on under the name of the General 
Credit and Discount Company (Limited). 

The dividend of 4s. on the estate of Overend, Gurney and 
Co. will be made before the 31st inst. 

At the meeting of creditors of Messrs. James Barber and 
Co., East India merchants, whose suspension was announced in 
our last, a statement was presented showing assets estimated at 
£72,000, against debts for £60,000,even after treating the claim 
of the firm upon Gordon, Stuart, and Co., of Calcutta, for 
£36,000, as total loss. Under these circumstauces it was 
resolved unanimously :— 

“ That Messrs. James Barber and Co. be authorised to continue their 
business as heretofore, and to realise their estate and pay dividends from 
time to time, as they may find to be practicable and convenient. 

“That this meeting desire to express their deep sympathy with, and 
confidence in, the members of the firm, and trust that they will be enabled 
to preserve their long-established business.” 

Messrs. Abraham Troost and Son, of Manchester, have con- 
vened a meeting of their creditors, and the balance-sheet sub- 
mitted showed a dividend of 18s. 9d. in the pound, contingent 
upon the debts of the New York house being realised in full 
It is arranged that the firm shall continue their business, 

In reference to the failure of Messrs. Mitchell and Aspinall, 
tea brokers, it is stated that a new firm will be founded styled 
Aspinall, Cumming and Perceval. A composition will be paid. 
on the old firm’s debts. 

The biddings for £350,000 in bills on India took place on 
the 18th at the Bank of England. The proportions allotted 
were—to Calcutta, £71,500; to Madras, nil; and to Bombay, 
£58,500. The minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 11d. 
per rupee on all the Presidencies, and tenders at the minimum 
will receive in full, These results show a further diminution 
in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 

The applications to the Crown Agents for the Colonies for 
bills on Ceylon for Rs, £250,000 were considerably in excess 
of the amount required, but the tenders acccpted—at and 
about the miaimum, which was fixed at 1s. 20$d—only 
reached 186,000 rupees. ‘The balance was withdrawn. 

A meeting of the subscribers"to the Shareholders’ Defence 
Association of the Blakely Ordnance Company was held on the 
19th, when resolutions were passed instructing the solicitors, 
Messrs. George Lawrence and Cv., to adopt the proceedings 
already advised by counsel to obtain the decision of the Court 
of Chancery as to the shareholders’ right to have their mes 
removed from the register. 

The claim of the Asiatic Bank 4o rank on the Agra for bills 
drawn by Dickson, ‘Tatham, and Co, Colombo, for £6,000 under 
acredit granted by them was decided against them.

Chancellor Wood to hold that the open credit of £15,000 con- 
tained no special assignment or dedication for the exact amount.

The under- 
taking to accept a future draft was not an actual acceptance, 
and to decide that it was such would introduce an cutirely new 
principle in English law. ‘This is quite opposed to the spirit of 
equity. The failure of the Agra should not remove the liability 
of their acts while solvent.

against 82.566,906 in 1865, and 34,518,925 in 1864. The prices at these

94. to 15s, Sd.; and December, 1866, 
10s. 6d. to IIs, ‘The decrease in price of course accounts partly for the 
increase of exports, butit is to be feared that the quantity will be found f 
excess of the demand, and a heavy fall in prices in China must eneue, 
leaving a loss, which might have been with a lighter export, a profitable 
venture. It is believed that a large portion of the present shipments have 
been made’on account of the manufacturers and Manchester houses, and
